CIVIL AIR PATROL 
VOLUNTEERS NEEDED 


The Office of Personnel is 
cooperating with the Office of 
Civilian Defense in the forma- 
tion of the Civil Air Patrol. 

The Civil Air Patrol is the 
organization of the civilian av- 
iation resources of the nation 
for national defense service, 
and will be used to supplement 
existingmilitary aviation units, 
both state and national. 

The Civil Air Patrolwill con- 
sist of those volunteering who 
have had specialized training in 
both flight or ground service or 
in airport operation, radio or 
other similiar necessary services. 

Those eligible for service in 
the organizationinclude any cit- 
izen of good character who falls 
into one of the following classes; 
(1) pilot holding a certificate 
from the Civil Aeronautics Ad- 
ministration inthe grade of pri- 
vate pilot or higher; (2) one 
holding a government certificate 
of skill or experience related 
to aviation, such as A. and EH. 
mechanic, control tower operator, 
radio telephone operator, etc.; 
(3) one who will undertake me- 
chanic, airport supervision, con- 
trol tower or other instruction 
under the training program of 
the Civil Air Patrol.

AGRICULTURE DECENTRALIZES 


The trend of recent events has 
brought to Agriculture's doorstep 
a new problem. The Department 
has been requested by the Presi- 
dent to move certain agencies or 
parts of agencies out of the Dis- 
tricot of Columbia. This mass 
transfer of employees has been 
advocated as a means of provid- 
ing greater office space for De- 
fense agencies and alleviating 
gome of the songestion which now 
existee 

The first announcement of de- 
centralization was made in Deo- 
ember 1941, and . several woeks 
later additional plans were an- 
nouncede In the Department of 
Agriculture more than 3,500 em- 
ployees were directly concerned 
ag to the outcome of these an- 
nouncemente. Five Bureaus or 
Offices within the Department 
are now in the process of trans- 
ferring all or portions of their 
steffe to new headquartera’ in 
the field. 

Farm Credit Administration 
plans to move to Kansas City, 
Missouri, approximately June 1. 
The Rural Electrification Admin- 
istration will begin shifting 
some of its divisions to Ste 
Louis, Missouri during the first 
part of March. They hope to be 
able to complete) the tranefer of 
all divisions sometime during the 
month of April. Farm Sécurity 
Administration has set April las 
the probable date on which apprae 































imately 6% of ite 1053 positions 
will be transferred to Cincinnati 
Ohioe Agricultural Adjustment 
Administration has decided upon 
Columbus, Ohio as the location 
for one seotion endhes made ten- 
tative plans for transferring 
other persomel to various other 
cities. Of the 1,700 employees 
in the Washington Office of Age- 
ricultural Adjustment Administra- 
tion, approximately 700 will be 
affected. by decentralization. 
In addition, the Office of the 
Solicitor plans to move two div- 
isions out of Washington -- the 
Legal Division for REA and the 
Legal Division for FCA. 

Soon after the decentraliza- 
tion plans were announced, it 
became apparent that undue hard- 
ship would be undergone by cer- 
tain employees if they moved 
eway from their present homes. 
On the other hand, it was also 
recognized that there were prob- 
ebly a large number of employees 
in other Bureaus who would like 
to move to the new headquarters 
of the Decentralized Agencies. 
To meet this situation,there has 
been set up in the Office of Per- 
sonnel @ special service for face 
ilitating both types of employee 
transfers. The service in the 
Office of Personnel is separate 
end distinct from the decentral- 
ization service of the Civil 
Service Commission, and operates 
primarily es a means of trans- 
ferring employees within the De- 
partment. At the same time it 
acte in close cooperation with 
the Civil Service Cémmission to 
aid in the attainment of maximm 
results from the total decentral- 
ization programe 

It is anticipated that there 
will be a mumber of vacancies in 
the decentralized agencies follow- 
ing their move to new locations 
outside of Washington, De Ce The 
eiact mumber and types of posi- 
tions available have not been as- 
certained; however, it is assumed 
that there will be openings ina 
wide range of positionse If there
